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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 12-27 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claims are renumbered as claims 
1-16 respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Riley et al (4,443,172) disclose an apparatus for molding cathode electrodes for sodium 
sulphur cells, comprising an upper mold portion (44) and a lower mold portion (42) forming a 
cavity (50); an ejector receiving bore (Figs. 2-4, bores around pins 60), a plurality of ejector pins 
(60) with elongated, steel shank extending into the mold cavity to eject molded article (Fig. 4, 
60), wherein the pins having a coating layer of chrome-plating to eliminate sticking of the 
molded component to the pin (col. 5, lines 33-35). 

However, Riley fails to disclose an ejector pin or any mold parts having a coating 
consisting of nickel, phosphorus, and polytetra-fLuoro ethylene and having a thickness of less than 
0.001 inch.
